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Chamber of Commerce Backs Mon$ 
to (Jet Better Lighting for Main 
Street; Studios to Show Ylewg. 


Registered at Hotel but Disappeared, 
Again Being Fonnd at Santa Crus; 
Cncle Hires Whereabouts Tip. 


Formal announcement was made this week of the coming of another great 
industrial company in South San Francisco. The latest acquisition to the 
manufacturing colony in this city is the Fontana Food Products Company. 
The new firm has already started work on its site between the Southern 
Pacific railroad line and San Bruno road, near the plants of the Pacific Car 
and Equipment Co. and the Enterprise Foundry. Here the Food Products 
Co. has secured eight and a half acres and will erect a class A reinforced 
concrete plant to cost approximately $500,000. The building will be of the 
most modern design, to afford a perfect sanitary food factory. Macaroni is to 
be the principal product of the new plant. The plans for the mammoth plant 
call for the largest, most sanitary and most modern macaroni factory in the 
United States. 


There was a large gathering of 
members of the Chamber of Commerce 
at the meeting held Tuesday evening. 

One of the most noteworthy matters 
brought up was the establishment in 
this city of an electrolier lighting 
system for Grand avenue. Secretary 
H. E. Smith was instructed to com¬ 
municate with the city trustees and 
urge such a lighting system. 

Secretary Smith was appointed a 
committee of one to take up with the 
different factories the matter of get¬ 
ting Western Union “self-winding” 
clocks put in at their plants. This ac¬ 
tion was taken at the requqest of sev¬ 
eral of the factories. 

A communication was received from 
the Vaciflc Studios Corporation of San 
Mateo, requesting a place in this city 
to sl.ow pictures of how motion pic¬ 
tures are made at the San Mateo 
plant. H. E. Smith, E. C. Peck, and 
F. A. Cunningham were appointed a 
committee to secure a place here for 
the showing of these pictures. 

A committee, consisting of E. C. 
Peck, B. H. Truax, W. H. Cofflnberry, 
Henry Minucciani, L. G. Hardy, and 
F. A. Cunningham, was appointed to 
secure additional members for the 
Chamber. The secretary was in¬ 
structed to communicate with new¬ 
comers to town, whenever possible, 
and urge them to join the Chamber. 

Mr. Bruno addressed the Chamber, 
urging support of the Junior Social 
Athletic Club recently formed here. It 
was decided to refer this to the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, as It was 
deemed its members could and would 
co-operate with the boys of the ath¬ 
letic club. 

It was brought up that the tele¬ 
phone company was about \pady to 
make its report on the matter of in¬ 
stalling additional equipment in this 
city to take care of its increasing 
business and on the proposition to 
give cheaper toll rates to San Fran- 
csco. •

Felix Montgomery, father • of the 
missing girl, arrived in this city 
Tuesday and took his daughter away 
with him. He was accompanied by 
his attorney, Irwin T. Quinn, former 
vice-commander of the American Le¬ 
gion. The girl stated that she had 
left the university because of differ¬ 
ences with her father regarding cer¬ 
tain studies she wished to take up, 
and that she was seeking employment. 
Considerable mystery still surrounds 
the girl’s disappearance and her stop¬ 
ping at a hotel in this city.

The mystery surrounding the young 
man found dying from gunshot 
wounds on the United Railroads track 
Tuesday night and carried to the 
South San Francisco Hospital by a 
street car motorman, was partly 
cleared Thursday morning when the 
man made a statement, just previous 
to his death, to the effect that his 
name was Normand Howely of 1463 
Sixteenth street, Los Angeles, and 
that he had been shot by a highway¬ 
man who accosted him near the ceme¬ 
teries while he was resting in a small 
clump of willows, and demanded that 
he give up Ills money. The robber 
stated that he was broke and out of 
work and must have money. Howely 
replied that he was also broke and 
out of work, he said, and then he and 
the man had an argument, which re¬ 
sulted in the man shooting him in the 
right temple and twice in the left side. 
Further than this, Howely would not 
or could not give any information to 
those who anxiously hung over his 
bedside begging him to tell all that 
he knew. And yet doctors and police 
state that he was conscious and well 
able to give all details in regard to 
everything if he had chosen. This 
seeming reticence, coupled with the 
fact that all Identification marks had 
been taken from his clothes, led Con¬ 
stable S. A. Landini, who investigated 
the case, to doubt Howely’s statement 
and to think that there might be a 
possibility that he had committed sui¬ 
cide or that he himself had been a 
holdup man and that some one had 
shot him. 

On Thursday morning a searching 
party led by Constable Landini thor¬ 
oughly hunted over the ground where 
the man was foifnd. in a vain endeavor 
to discover some trace of his sup¬ 
posed slayer or of the gun with 
which he was shot, but no trace could 
be found. 

Chief of Police of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, Clyde C. Conrad, made the 
statement Thursday that he was in¬ 
clined to believe there was a possi¬ 
bility that Howely had committed 
suicide, and if such was the case, he 
was of the opinion, he said, that he 
had given the wrong name and ad¬ 
dress. Communication with Los An¬ 
geles police, he stated, had up to a 
late hour brought no Information as 
to Howely ever having lived there. 

When found by the street car 
motorman, Howely was b tagger in g 
along the track. He was taken to the

The management of the proposed factory made an extended survey of the 
Eastern food manufacturing centers before deciding to locate in South San 
Francisco. The site here was chosen because of its unexcelled transportation 
facilities, the equable climate in this section, the available labor supply, and 
because the location was adjacent to the Pacific Coast’s largest distributing 
center for domestic and export trade. 

When the great plant gets to working it will employ 500 people during 
the busy season, this number of employees being reduced to about 100 during 
the remainder of the year. The first unit to be built will be equipped with 
the latest of American and European machinery of special design for the 
manufacture of macaroni and otiier paste products and specialties. The main 
product is to be semolina macaroni, which will be put up in sanitary pack¬ 
ages, and the management believes that in this region the favorable climate 
and raw material supply will make for the highest grade of their product and 
one of unvarying quality. 

As the picture (made from the architect’s drawing) shows, part of the 
plant will be three stories in height and part four stories, with power plant 
and other accessories, the latter including a box factory, the company plan¬ 
ning to make its own boxes at the plant:

"Pacific City” — the embryonic 
amusement center of northern Cali¬ 
fornia. “Pacific City" Is the name of 
the enterprise that Nat Messer, San 
Francisco realty dealer, is interested 
in developing at San Mateo beach. 
Messer Monday night thrllUffl 200 and 
some odd members of the Three Cities 
Chamber of Commerce who packed 
the San Mateo city hall as he told of 
his plans for the development of the 
bathing beach in that city. “We have 
all the money we want,” said Messer. 
“The project hinges largely upon the 
ability of the Howard Estate Com¬ 
pany to deliver the property free of 
all incumbrances, and Secretary Stol- 
lery says he can do that. We want 
San Mateo and Burlingame to assist 
us in constructing highways to the 
beach and in taking care of proper 
sanitation.” 

Some $200,000 will be expended in 
permanent buildings, according to 
Messer, and a large acreage of the 
latest and oldest amusement conces¬ 
sions, aggregating $800,000, will be 
parked in the coming resort. Messer 
also asked the Three Cities Chamber 
of Commerce to pull for a motor 
speedway at that place. “It is much 
better there than at San Carlos, Red¬ 
wood City or any other place on the 
peninsula,” declared Messer. 


The tax rate for San Mateo county 
for the fiscal year 1921-1922, as fixed 
by the board of supervisors at their 
meeting last week is $2.04 inside of 
Incorporated cities and towns and 
$2.54 outside of incorporated cities 
an<l towns. This is a decrease of 1 
cent from the tax rate of last year. 
The new levy includes 23 cents for the 
completion of the Pescadero to the 
Santa Cruz county line highway. 

The new rate was established by the 
supervisors after they had spent sev¬ 
eral hours in careful consideration of 
the estimate prepared by the county 
auditor. The fund for general county 
purposes was raised .022 and salary 4 
cents, necessary on account of the 
increase in deputies’ salaries allowed 
under the county government act. The 
Social Service was given a 1 cent 
raise, as was also the county library. 
The maturing of the first series of 
$40,000 1913 county highway bonds in 
1922 made it necessary to raise the 
rate for this fund from 18 to 23 cents, 
and an increase of 4 cents in the 
county high school maintenance fund 
to take care of additional costs con¬ 
nected with high school education and 
transportation facilities established 
during the year. The other items in 
the tax levy remain practically the 
same as last year. 

Supervisor Hickey endeavored to 
get an additional levy of 9 cents for 
the construction of a highway to con¬ 
nect the highway at Colma with the 
highway at South San Francisco, he 
arguing that this would help relieve 
the serious traffic situation in the 
north end of the county and would 
serve as an artery for the proposed 
eastside highway.

THE NATURAL BRIDGES OF 
UTAH 

F orty-five miles north of Bluff, 
in Southwestern Utah, within a 
space of about five miles, are three 
natural bridges which are understood 
to be the largest of their kind in 
existence. 

Named Slpapu (Gate of Heaven), 
Kachlma (Guardian Spirit) and Owa- 
chomo (Bock Mound), these bridges 
were discovered in 1896. The three 
constitute a National monument, being 
so proclaimed by Presidential an¬ 
nouncement in 1908. 

The largest of the three has an ex¬ 
treme height of 222 feet and If 66 
feet thick at the top of the arch, 
which is 28 feet wide. It has a span 
of 261 feet, the height of the span 
being 167 feet. 

One has but to fix those figures in 
his mind to gain a fair idea of the 
immensity of these wonders which 
Nature fashioned from the lofty walls 
of White canyon. 

Near the monument are some caves 
and ruins which are believed to have 
been the homes of a prhistoric race 
which Inhabited this section. 

These bridges are best reached by 
stage or team from the railroad sta¬ 
tion at Thompson, Utah, to Montlcello, 
thence by pack-horse— a Journey 
through a strange, deserted-looking, 
I but interesting land.

Relief for Crimean Refugees 


It is a commonplace saying that 
milk is a perfect food. This may be 
taken to mean, say specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, that it contains, first, materials 
that children need for growth; second, 
materials that all need for fuel, to 
need for the upkeep and repair of 
their body machinery; and, third, 
matrials that all need for fuel, td 
provide them with heat and with the 
energy necessary for work. Such a 
statement should not be understood to 
mean that milk has these ingredients 
in such proportions that it can serve 
satisfactorily as an exclusive food for 
a grown person or even for a child. 
To the growing child, however, no 
other food can satisfactorily replace 
milk as a part of the diet. Each child 
should take a full quart of milk each 
day if possible, or at least a pint 
without fail. 

While a healthy adult could live on 
milk alone for a considerable time, 
the digestive organs do their work 
better with at least some solid food. 
Too large a quantity of milk alone—! 
at least four or five quarts a day— ! 
would be required. Nevertheless, milk . 
is much more than a beverage. The 
following table shows that milk ranks 
high among our common food ma¬ 
terials as a source both of energy and 
of protein. 

Protein and Energy Value of Milk 

Protein value—1 quart (32 ounces) 
of milk contains as much protein as: 

7 ounces of sirloin steak, 6 ounces of 
round steak, 8.6 ounces of fowl, 4.3 
average eggs. 

Energy value—1 quart (32 ounces) 
of milk contains as much energy as: 
11.3 ounces of sirloin steak, 14.9 
ounces of round steak, 14.5 ounces of 
: fowl, 9 average eggs. 

Milk and milk products can be used 
I interchangeably with meats and eggs 
[ as a source of protein. A quart of 
milk contains as much protein as five 
i ounces of dried beans or a twelve- 
loaf of bread, and while the
